the source of all the suffering in Christendom. 
The disciples in this part of the country are be- 
ginning to throw off their cowardice and their man- 
fearing spirit, and to speak boldly upon the sub- 
ject.

“Our church at this place, of 70 members, have re- 
solved not to break the loaf with slaveholders, or 
in any way to countenance them, as Christians.

The eleventh Anniversary of this Association 
was held at New-Sharon, Me. September 15 and 
16, 1840. The Introductory Sermon was delivered 
by Rev. Paul S. Adanrs of Augusta. . Sylvanus 
Boardman, Moderator, A. Drinkwater, Assistant 
Moderator, S. F. Smith, Clerk. The number of 
Churches, 23, Pastors, 10.

The Committee on Slavery, 
Temperance, and subjects and seasons of prayer, 
reported the following Resolves :— 

Resolved, That as slavery isa sin of the most 
awful magnitude, and_as it presents one of the 
ehief hindrances to the progress of religion in the 
southern portion of our land ; and, whereas we, as 
a denomination, are deeply implicated in it, we 
therefore think that if we would not be partakers 
of the guilt of this system, we are called upon to 
protest against it; and earnestly to remonstrate 
with our brethren who hold their fellow-men in 
slavery, that they would break every yoke, and let 
their captives go free. 

Resolved, That the evils of intemperance, .the 
hapy effects of the temperance-movement thus 
fat upon the best interests of man, and as prepar- 
ing the way for revivals of religion; and the pres- 
ent indications of God’s providence in Ireland, and 
other regions of the world, demand of us renewed 
exertion in practising and advocating the doctrine 
of total abstinence from all that can intoxicate. 

Resolved, That in addition to the usual monthly 
seasons of prayer for the various objects of Chris- 
tian benevolence, we recommend that the first 
Monday of January next be observed as a day of 
fasting and prayer, that the Lord would revive bis 
work in the churches ofthis Association, aud 
throughout the world. 

The report was accepted and the resolutions ad- 
dopted. ;

Letter from Br. Weston. 

Brother Jacos Weston, who has been laboring 
with success, as a missionary, in Jamaica, has ad- 
dressed to his American brethren, through us, a 
long communication, bat it is necessary to abridge 
it considerably, as matter on the same subject Is 
flowing in upon us much beyond our power of pub- 
lication. 

“ Mount Freedom, Jamaica, W. Indies, 
Sept. 23, 1840.” 

Dear Brother,—Thozgh previously unknown to 
you, I claim the privilege of addressing my Anti- 
slavery Baptist brethren from these distant shores, 
through the medium of the paper you conduct. 
Various reasons induce me to select your paper in 
preference to any other. 

In your speech made at the meeting of the Eng. 
Baptist Missionary Society, in the Surry chapel, 
June 18, which I saw in a London paper, you 
said—* The American Baptist A. S. Convention, 
peld in April last, appointed a committee, giving 
them full powers to receive and appropriate money 
on every subject which stvod in connection with 
the Antislavery enterprise. 1 have long felt deeply 
for the poor oppressed and down-trodden slave ; but, 
from various considerations, [ have not stood forth 
in pablic, as many others have done, I have long 
desired that Baptists in the United States, as well 
as others, should “remember those in bonds as 
bound with them.” For [saw that, as this spirit 
and sentiment prevailed, the churches, and nearly 
all the benevolent operations of the day must be 
revolutionized. For this I prayed. Not that 1 
wished fer a schism in the body of Christ, but] 
believed that the Lord had a controversy with his 
people, on account of certain corruptivas approved 
by the body. 

Actuated by these views, T cannot express my 
feelings, when I received the intelligence, &c.  feel- 
ings, 1 doubt not, of thousands in New England. 1] 
knew that there are even many good christians there 
who felt the command binding—* Go ye into all 
the world,” &e.—but, if they united themselves 
with the Baptist B. F Missions, and cast money 
jato the treasury, they cast it in with the price of 
blood —with the price of the bodies and souls of 
God’s children.

Intolerance. 

It is very natural for persons to inquiré wiry it is 
necessary to say so much about slavery at this 
time. The following official report of our breth- 
ren in Maine willdo something towards answering 
that inquiry. Is not Religion essentially and deep- 
ly concerned in this maiter ? Brethren; look at it 
in the spirit of the Gospel. 

For the Christian Reflectof. as 

Maine Baptist Anti-Slavery Convention.—Where- 
as a very general dissatisfaction is felt at the treat- 
ment received by the brethren who assembled at 
Thowaston, to attend the Ami-Slavery Conven- 
\tion of ministers and other members of Baptist 


churches in this State; and as tnquiries are con- 


jlinnally being made of the reasons why the above 
;Convention was not held, the Committee who au- 
thorised that call, think thatin justice to them- 
selves and the friends of the slave generally; they 
are called upon to state the facts in the case. 

When the M. B. Convention was invited to hold 
its session at Thomaston, it was understood, that 
all those Societies and bodies which met with the 
Convention at Sedgwick, were invited to hold their 
meetings with the M. B. Cunvention, at Thomas 
ton; and, doubtless, on no other condition would 
the Convention have met there; as, for many years; 
a large proportion of the members of that body 
have been the decided friends of the slave. 

But, whenon Tuesday afternoon, some of the 
members of your committee arrived at Thomaston, 
ihey were informed that the meeting-house would 
be closed against them; and also, that no public 








many miles to attend the meeting, except to agree 
upon calling a Gonvention, where Christians are 
not forbidden to speak for their Master's suffering 
Poor, and to plead the cause of the down-trodden 
slave, 

Upon the reasons that led to our exclusion from 
the sanctuary and its adjoining land, we prefer to 
be silent. But there is something awful in the 
thought that slavery actually spreads its dreadful 
wings over the churches of our States, and that 
our Lord’s freemen have to obey its imperious de- 
mands. 

The Brethren present agreed to call a Conven- 
tion of Ministers and Delegates of the Baptist de- 
nomination to be held at Tupsham, on Tuesday and 
Wednesday evenings of the second week in Janu- 
ary next, 

It is evident that the present is a crisis in which 
it would be criminal to be inactive. To the ques- 
tion, what have we at the North todo with slavery, 
the fate of the Convention intended to have been 
held at Thomaston, returns a most significant and 
alarming answer. Not only does it crush the 
helpless victims within its grasp on its own soil, 
but it has an arm strong enough to close a Baptist 
meeting-house atthe North where the friends of 
down-trodden humanity intended to meet to expose 
its horrid, cruel, debasing features, and to pray that 
the God of heaven wouid listen to the cries of him 
that hath no helper, 

At the propused Convention we expect several 
brethren from different parts of the state, who will 
give utterance to the deep compassion of their 
hearts, where the air and the house are free. 

Several subjects, also, of the greatest importance 
will be spread before the brethren for their discus- 
sion, some of which we shall mention when we 
publish the call.

Latest from Europe. 
The Steamship Britannia Capt. Judkins ar- 
rived at Boston on 3d inst. in 13 days and 13 1-2 
hours from Liverpool. 
The news onthe affairs of the East, is of 
great interest, as they appeared to be at the very 
crisis, It was extremely doubtful what turn af- 
fairs would take, and opinions and reports were 
very contradictory. Accounts are received from 
Alexandria to Oct. 3. The allies had evacua- 
ted Beyrout, because it was not in a state to be 
defended in case of attack, but were in posses- 
sion of a large number of places in Syria, 
viz: Said, Jaffa, D'Jouni, D’Jebail, Kaffai and 
‘Tripoli.

The London Sun of the 19th, after comment- 
ing on the latest intelligence from the East, re- 
marks as follows: 

Upon the whole, however, the impression in 
Paris on Saturday was, that the question would 
be settled pacifically. Active neyociations were 
known to be carrying on between the Cabinets 
of France and England for arranging the ba- 
sis of a final adjustment, and it is not unknown 
that already many of the greatest difficulties 
have disappeared. Already have the Ambassa- 
dors of the Four Powers at the Porte been in- 
structed to communicate to the Sullan, that 
white they admit the abstract right of his High- 
ness to depose Mehemet Ali, they nevertheless 
truat that in the event of the Viceroy’s eafly snb- 
mission the sentence will be revoked, and Egypt 
and a part of Syria granted to the Egyptian Ru. 
ler. They have further been communicated to the 
Egyptian Ruler. ‘They have further been com. 
manded to signify tothe Porte that as the Con. 
suls-General of the Four Powers have quitted 
Alexandria, fo time ought to be lost in commn: 
nicating to the Pacha the benevolent and gra- 
cious intentions of his Imperial master.
